COOKING POTATOES.

Waste That Comes With Paring and
Soaking Befere Boiling.

Paring and cooking is the most waste.
ful method, and added to (bis sowe
coolis soak the potatoes in water after
they are pared. Btarting to cook them
in cold water also adds to the amount
of waste,

Twice a8 much nulritive matter is
lost if paring ia done before beiling as
there Is If it Is done after bolling, not
figuring the waste in cutting away the
potato, The juices of the potato con-
tain B5 per cent of the protelu and 85
per cent of the ash, aud these sub-
stances are easily extracted when the
protection of the skin has been re
moved,

A pared potato soaked from three to
five hours loses aboul three times as
much of its mineral metter and seven
times as much of its protein ss one
that Is pared and immadiately cooked.

In the most wasteful method of cook-
Ing, paring, soaking apd starting to
cook in cold water the loss of protain
iz 61 per cent and 90 per cent of ash.
When cooked with the skins on pota-
toes not soaked and dropped into boil
ing water lose only 1.0 per cent of pro-
tein and only 4.9 per cent ol axi.

Boking and steaming are the most
economical methods of ecooking pota-
toes when fuel is considered. Potatoes
cannot be baked wall in a slow oven.—
New York Sun,
